Is Old Marland Mansion 


Now Mrs. Franklin Darracott 
was Julia Marland (1823-1900), 
and she was the youngest child of 
Abraham Marland, one of An-= 
dover’s greatest men, famous as 
one of the pioneers of the woolen 
textile industry in America, And 
one of the long forgotten facts of 
Andover history is that this old 
home was indeed his mansions 
house,

Red Head Came Here 

Abraham Marland was born in 
Ashton Parish, Lancashire, Eng- 
land in 1772, and, after a very 
interesting life in that country, 
this ambitious young Englishman 
with his head full of ideas and 
crowned with red hair (something 
I have observed on a number of 
his descendants) embarked on the 
ship ‘‘Two Pbllies’® bound for 
America, His family was with him, 
and they arrived in BostonSept, 17, 
1801, 

While living in England, Mr, 
Marland had learned the woolen 
manufacturing business in the mill 
of his uncle, John Lawton, so he 
at once sought out Samuel Slater 
of Pawtucket, R,IL., a fellow 
countryman and a pioneer in the 
textile field, Receiving no en- 
couragement from Mr, Slater, who 
advised him to go into farming, 
Mr. Marland went to Beverly and 
obtained employment with a Col, 
Burnham. 

After two years in Beverly he 
moved to Lynnfield, where an 
August, 1803, he started a wool 
carding business. He also did some 
manufacturing of cotton into wick 
yarn, But the stream of water was 
unreliable and insufficient so Mr, 
Marland moved to Andover in1807,

The Executive Branch has also 
been in the fight against discri- 
mination, For example, President 


-| Eisenhower initiated actionto pre- 


vent discrimination in employ- 
ment by the government and its 
contractors, 

The Legislative Branch did not 
take a positive role inthis struggle 
until 1957 when it passed the first 
civil rights act since 1875, This 
act was amended and strengthened 
in 1960, These measures dealt 
primarily with voting rights and 
the resulting improvements inthis 
field have been remarkable. More 
Negroes are eligible to vote in the 
South today than at any time in 
our history, Problems still re- 
main, as the reports from Green- 
wood, Mississippi indicate, but we 
are at last moving in the right 
direction, 

Now the time has come to 
strengthen the legal protection of 
rights in other fields, Many mem- 
bers of Congress have been dis- 
turbed by persistent evidences of 
the discriminatory use of public 
funds - federal, state and local, 
in the fields of education, health, 
housing and employment, 


To meet this situation I have 
introduced a bill, H, R, 3484, which 
will provide assistance to school 
districts in developing desegraga~ 
_Uon plans, create a Commission on 
Equality of Opportunity inEmploy- 
ment, and strengthen the authority 
of the United States Commission 
on Civil Rights, This Commis-: 
sion, established by the 1957 Civil 
Rights Act, has done a commend- 
able job in gathering information 
on the extent of discrimination in 
our society today and in recom- 
mending remedial action. 

This bill, and others like it, 
are currently the subject of hear- 
ings by the House Committee on the 

Judiciary, We can no longer post- 
pone action in this vital field, The 
unequal treatment of any group of 
citizens is a blot on our record 
in striving to attain the majestic 
purposes of our nation.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS — 


Everyone Must Cooperate 


Last week we commented in this space on industrial 
growth in the town, and the necessity for full cooperation 
by all municipal boards and agencies, if this is to be 


accomplished, 


We'd like to make the further comment that individuals 
in the community, particularly those owning land in the 
industrial zones, must take a realistic attitude towards 


industry. 


It has been said, with some justice we believe, that 


most property owners value their industrial land as though 


it was developed and prepared for immediate use. And this 


is far from the truth. 


Much of the industrial land in the town needs a great 


deal of work — 


utilities must be 


extended and roads 


developed, at the cost of considerable money, before 
buildings can go up and taxes assessed, Although in- 
dustry itself may take part in this expenditure, as has 
been the case in some communities, the town through its 
voters must also be willing to spend some money. The 


property owners must, we believe, take realistic attitudes 
towards the value of the land — sky-high prices for un- 
developed property tend to keep industry out, for the 


costs of development then become excessive. 


Thus every resident of the town, but specially the 


officials and the land owners, must really want industrial 


growth, before it can become a reality.

To vote no on this 
proposal would be a dis-service to the residents of the 
State, and would leave grave doubts as to the wisdom of 
retaining those who do not wish the issue to be pursued,
